Application for a 


marriage license must be made by 
the parties to the marriage not less 
than five days and not more than 
thirty days before a license shall 
be issued; each of th persons for 
whom a marriage license is sought 
shall personally appear in the pro- 
bate court of the proper county 
and make application therefor, and 
shall state upon their oaths, the 
name, age, residence, place of 
birth, occupation, father's name, 
if known, and the mother's maiden 
name, of each of the parties to 
such contemplated marriage, and 
also state the number of times ei- 
ther party has been previously 
married. 
In case the bride is a 


widow, or a .divorced woman, her 
married name also must be stated, 
and in addition the name of the 
person who is expected to solem- 
nize the marriage. .

improvement m April when 63 in- 
stitutions closed their doors, as 
compared with 88 in March, 78 in 
February and 203 in January, ac- 
cording to figures issued today by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 


There were 33 less failures in 


April than during the same month 
in 1930, indicating to officials that 
the banking situation has improv- 
ed over last year as well as com- 
pared with conditions existing in 
1931 prior to April. 


Another indication of increasing 


strength was found in the fact 
that during the first three months 
of the year the member banks of 
country had increased their hold- 
ings in United States securities by 
more than §900,000,000, virtually 
the entire increase in investments 
representing this type of obliga- 
tions- 


April figures showed there were 


no bank failures in New England 
or the east south Central states 
with only two failures in the 
Pacific Coast states and two in.

COOP REPORT 
SHOWS DOUBLE 


Directors of County Organi- 


zation Meet to Hear 


Briggs' Report. 


The board of'directors of the 


Pickaway Livestock Co-operative 
Association met at the Farm Bu- 
reau Home, Saturday evening, to 
consider business reports for the 
past month and develop plans for 
their future program Manager 
Harry J. Eriggs, in giving the re- 
port, stated that 5 decks worth 
$65,959.24 were handled co-opera- 
tively by the association during 
the last month. This volume rep- 
resented an increase of 47.3 per 
cent or practically 
double that 


handled during April m 1930. The 
shipments were 
comprised of 


2,613 hogs, 398 cattle, 161 calves 
and 1,054 sheep. Approximately 
70 per cent of this volume was 
sold directly by the association to 
the packer. 


With a lessened livestock popu- 


lation, it is quite evident that the 
live stock producer farmer, recog- 
nizes the value of this co-opera- 
tive service in netting to him the 
most economic returns on his 
calves, lambs, feeder shoats, fin- 
ished hogs and fat cattle. The 
Ohio Livestock Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, of which Pickaway Live- 
stock Co-operative Association is 
a member, showed an increase for 
the first four months of this year 
of 10.04 per cent in volume, over 


that handled the same period in 
1930. Livestock producers through- 
out Ohio and throughout the corn 
belt as a whole, are developing, 
under their own control, a live- 
stock marketing 
service which 


furnishes them unbiased market 
information which is developing a 
more orderly flow of livestock 
from farm to market and one in 
which they are gaining a voice in 
determining price. 
A producer 


co-operative marketing service in- 
telligently supported by the pro- 
ducer and intelligently managed, 
is fundamentally the most econ- 
omic method of 
merchandizing 


farm products from the producer 
to the consumer.

HERE can be a too hasty as- 
sumption that mere regulation 


by police service commissions, or 
other government agencies, is, in 
itself, a guarantee of protection of 
the interest of the consumer 
It 


may be that present methods of re- 
gulation leave mucn lu ue desired 
The remark of a prominent econo- 
mist that there is now the "com- 
forting assurance of adequare state 
supervision" is quite contrary to 
the fact 
Many commissioners are 


overworked, understaffed and giv- 
en too narrow powers, while others 
seem to have been working for 
the welfare of the public utilities 
rather than for 
the consuming 


public. 


Charges, which may or may not 


be well founded ,are now before 
the federal trade commission to the 
effect that electric power rates to 
domestic consumers, which are un- 
der government control are ex- 
cessive to the degree of exorbit- 
ancy. If the author of these all- 
egations can substantiate them to 
the satisfaction of government and 
people, they will stand as a stag- 
gering indictment of public con- 
trol. 


However, it is difficult to follow 


the argument that the way to cure 
the shortcomings of public regula- 
tion is to plunge head first into 
public ownership and operation. If 
government cannot even control, 
what reason is there to suppose 
that it can make a better job of 
management and 
direction'' 
A 


more sensible thing would be to 
set about curing the defects in the 
existing system. It has not been 
•a: failure, but lifce other human in- 
stitutions, it is doubtless not only 
capable of improvement, but sub- 
ject to adjustment from \ time to 
time to meet new conditions 


To the power interests let it be 


said as a word of warning- that 
public control has protected them 
against competition and made their 
present profits possible 
Should 


the public turn to that old-fash- 
ioned price-fixer, competition, as 
a last resort, rates and profits 
might drop.

ILLUSTRATOR 


TAKES LIFE 


Ralph Barton, Famous for Car- 


icatures, Shoots Himself 


Through Head. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—Ralph 


Barton, famous 
illustrator, was 


found dead today with a bullet 
wound in his head in his Manhat- 
tan apartment. Detectives of the 
East 51st street station 
said he 


had committed suicide. 


Barton, knowL throughout the 


world for nis caricatures, was 39 
years old. Police said a .25-cali- 
ber revolver had been used. 


Barton was born in Kansas 


City, Mo., the son of Abraham 
Pool Barton and Catherine Jose- 
phine Wiggington Barton. 
After 


studying in Kansas City 
public 


schools and under private tutors, 
young Barton went to Paris to 
study art. 


He became a well-known con- 


tributor to American magazines 
and won noteworthy attention 
from art critics with his sketches 
and caricatures. 
He also was 


the dramatic editor of the humor- 
ous publication "Life," author of 
several books, and illustrated the 
volume 
"Gentlemen 
P r e f e r 


Blondes." 


He was decorated by the French 


government in 1927 with the Chc- 
.valier Legion D'Honneur. 


The caricaturist was divorred 


by his fourth wife in Paris ex* 
actly one month ago today. 


The, divorce wan obtained by the 


former Germaine Tallleferro, Par- 
isian artist, whom Barton mar- 
ried in 1920- 


He returned only recently from 


Paris. He went abroad a few years 
ago renouncing America because 
of what he termed "the hypocrisy 
of prohibition" in this country.

COLUMBUS, O., May 20—The 
last hope of John Williams, Butler 
county negro, today faded before 
his inescapable and stark doom 
to death in the electric chair at 
Ohio penitentiary Thursday night 
for the slaying of Isaac Byron, 
Mlddletown storekeeper, during a 
holdup October 18. last year. 


Governor George White refused
